Chief Justice Charles Evans Hugh- 
es is suffering from a duodenal 
ulcer, but It was said officially to- 
day" "there is no reason to doubt 
his full recovery." 
The illness of the 77-year old 
Chief Justice was made known in 
a statement by Nelson A. Potter, 
assistant clerk of tho 
court 
in 
charge of press relations. 
Tho statement said: 
"The Chief Justice will be unable 
to attend court on Monday as he 
is suffering from a duodenal ulcer 
and it is necessary for him to have 
the immediate and usual treatment 
of complete rest and specific diet. 
"He will thus be confined to his 
bed for a while and will be unable 
to take part in the welcome to 
their Britannic Majesties or to at- 
tend the dinner in their honor at 
the White House and the garden 
party and dinner,at tho British 
embassy. 
"There is no reason to doubt his 
full recovery but he must have a 
complete rest for the time being."

seemed tentalizlngly within reach 
when the shark-shaped stern of 
the submarine was visible for near- 
ly seven .hours yesterday. 
His attitude and the significant

of

newspapers, 
which asked editorially why res- 
cue operations were so slow, as- 
sured an investigation In keeping 
with the magnitude of the acci- 
dent. 


The fact the Thetis now lay on 
the bottom of Liverpool Bay on 
the edge of the Irish sea, where 
divers must reconnolter for long 
additional minutes before the "big

brought into play. 
Why didn't they act fast enough 
to cut a hole, when the tall could 
be seen?

Explanations by former navy 
men and experts now in the ser- 
vice were that the men couldn't 
reach that part of the tall and 
that a diving bell was not Imme- 
diately available. There was, fur- 
thermore, some doubt whether It 
could be used on the Thetis. 
Veteran Divers Present 


Seven salvage men who helped 
raise the German 
battle 
fleet 
scuttled at Scapa flow are among

They were re- 
garded as among the best divers in 
the profession. 
Study of the few 
established 
facts available only 
made 
the 
"what and why" more baffling. 
A large group of civilian tech- 
nicians and the commander of the 
flotilla—Captain H. P. K. Oram, 
who was one of the four to escape 
by the lung apparatus to help di-

rescue 
operations — were 
aboard, as is customary. 
It is the regular practice for 
the officers and men of a sub- 
marine to be attached to her for 
several months before she is ac- 
cepted from the owners by the ad- 
miralty.

Almost as the Brazen 
came 
along side, two of the survivors 
came up with their "lungs." This 
apparently was coincidence. More 
than two hours later, the last pair 
of the four who escaped with the 
lung apparatus appeared. 


The decision for Captain Oram 
to come to the surface was re- 
garded as logical because he had 
special qualifications to assist In 
salvage operations, having surviv- 
ed one other disaster and having 
since become the squadron com- 
mander. 


But another question mark en- 
tered here. It generally was un- 
derstood that Oram and the three 
other survivors said their com- 
panions Intended to attempt to fol- 
low immediately.

EXPLANATION MADE AS TO WHY 


HOLE NOT CUT IN SUBMARINE IN 
EFFORT TO RESCUE MEN ABOARD 


BIRKENHEAD, June 3.— 


semi-official explanation issued to- 
day said rescue workers considered 
cutting a hole in the stern of the 
sunken submarine Thetis during 
the many hours It was exposed yes- 
terday "but this was not 
found 
practicable." 
Only a tiny compartment was In 
that part of the stern exposed, the 
statement said, and If a hole had 
been cut and a water tight manhole 
inserted, it would have taken "some 
time." 
"Then the trapped men, many of 
whom by that time must have been 
in a weakened condition, would 
have had to climb up a steop in- 
cline and be dragged through the 
hole out of the compartment," the 
statement added. 
"The tide allowed an hour or two 
for this work and it was not pos- 
sible In tho time. Any pronounced 
movement of the ship would have 
doomed the men instantly. As it 
was, the stern actually did go down 
and did not come up again on the 
six o'clock (ebb) tide last evening. 
"The submarine was held only 
by her nose at the bottom and was' 
moving about slightly under the in- 
fluence of the very strong 
tide 


which runs at this spot. Eventually 
she toppled right over and was" 
not seen again from the surface. 
"An air line was ready in a res- 
cue ship but tho operation of cut- 
ting even a small hole In the stern 
and welding this line into it so 
that fresh air could be pumped to 
the men on board also would have 
taken longer than tidal conditions 
allowed. 
"Four men escaped by the Davis 
apparatus and 
it is understood 
those engaged in rescue work be- 
lieve three other men lost ^hoir 
lives in attempting to escape. 
"Davis compartments (for equal- 
izing pressure before escaping) are 
at cither end of the vessel and are 
principally for use when it Is on an 
even keel. 
"In the Thetis, the four men who 
escaped had to crawl up the ship 
to the stern chamber, don their ap- 
paratus, open the door which ad- 
mitted water slowly and then when 
the water was up to their necks 
open a second door which admit- 
ted a rush of water which shot 
them to the surface. 
*" 
"Captain Oram, one of those who 
left the submarine successfully, de- 
scribed his escape as a most nerve- 
wracking experience."

JURY COMPLETED LATE FRI-

"Not guilty" w^s the plea enter- 
ed Saturday morning in the Thir- 
teenth judicial district court by 
Grover C. Hall of Denton, when 
arraigned on a murder Indict- 
ment by Assistant Criminal Dis- 
trict Attorney Seton Holsey. 
Hall is being tried in connection 
with the fatal shooting of Remus 
M. Akcrs at Dawson last Christ- 
mas Eve. 
A jury was unable to agree on 
a verdict at a previous trial. 
Three 
eye-witnesses 
testified 
Saturday morning with reference 
to the fatal shooting of Akers on 
a business street in Dawson. 


Jury Completed. 


Selection of the Jury was com- 
pleted Friday night at 7:30 o'9lock 
after each side had exhausted 
their 15 preemptory 
challenges. 


Sixty-five men had been examin- 
ed as prospective jurors. 
All of 
the special venire and practically 
all of the jury-for the week had 
been used. 
The 12 trying the case are: H. 
H. Bailey, Frost; John Henry Bry- 
ant, Corslcana; C., V. McCarter, 
Streetman; S. A. Burleson, Wink- 
ler; E. H. Holdltch, Barry; Joe 
Sims, Corsicana; F. L. Bray, Pow- 
ell; Jamas H. McMullen, Chat- 
field- T. B. Porter, Corsicana; W. 
C. Harris, Strcotman; C. A. Grif- 
fith, 
Chatfleld; W. E. 
Knight, 
Barry. 
The courtroom was practically 


filled with interested spectators at 
Saturday 
morning's session, al- 
though ample space was available 
in the galleries. 
Both sides issued supoenas for 
members of tho Hall, and Akers 
families and they also were placed 
under tho rule and wore excluded 
from the courtroom. 
First State Witness. 
Judge J. D. Vance, justice of 
the peace of Dawson, was the first 
witness called by the state.

(Vance) gave him 
(Hall) 
his 
(Vance's) gun. 


.Tack Moore, 20, testified he was 
talking to Akers when 
Akera 
glanced over his shoulder and 
Hall commenced flrinp. The wit- 
ness detailed tho relative posi- 
tions of UN* WTI men and 
the 
route walked during the shooting. 


Cross-Examination. 
Under cross-examination Mooro 
said he didn't know where Akers' 
hands were when he (M°orn) was 
looking at. Hall after maintaining 
Akers' hands were at his side. 
Roy Long was the third eye- 
witness to testify. 
He said ho 
did not see Jack Moore during 
the shooting and didn't sen tiny

Americanism, with special 
emphasis, presumably, up- 
on the Constitution, gov- 
ernment and ' democratic 
methods of our country.

should be training for it and 
appropriate recognition of 
graduation into it.

OLD AGEPENSIONS 


MEASURE EXPECTED TO ADD 
FIFTY TO SIXTY THOUSAND 


MORE PENSIONERS 


AUSTIN, June 2.—(yfV-Govern- 
or \v. Lee O'Oanlel, who cam- 
paigned last siunmer on a plat- 
form of more and bigger old ago 
pensions, today signed a bill ex- 
pected to add 50 or 60 thousand 
old folks to Texas ponsln rolls. 


The new law received sufficient 
majorities In both branches of 
the legislature to go into immedi- 
ate eft'ect. This was the last day 
for the governor to act on it. 
Teh measure grently 'liberalized 
the old age pension statute. 
It 


provided that a person past 65 
could qualify for assistance re- 
gardless of whether his children 
were able to support him. 
He 
likewise would be eligible even 
though he owned a home and had 
a Xl.OOO life Insurance policy, cash 
up to J360 and personal property

The governor's actln put square- 
ly up to the federal social secur- 
ity board the question of whether 
it would match state money un- 
der a more liberal plan. 
Texas 
already is near .the top of the list 
of states in the number of persons 
on the pension rolls in proportion 
to population. 


"It is without doubt unsound-pub- 
lic policy," 
O'Danlel said, 
"to 
promise pension liberalization as 
specified in this bill and then not 
provide the necessary money to 
meet the promises bt inasmch as 
this bill received .130 votes in the 
house and 21 votes In the senate, 
which Is sufficient to also paso 
any kind of a tax bill or consti- 
tutional amendment, the lack ot 
my signature Vould Indicate that 
I questioned the sincerity 
and 
good Intentions of those 151 leg- 
islators who voted for this bill. 
"Therefore, in signing the bill 
today I am showing my faith in 
those 
151 legislators 
carrying 
through and raising the necessary 
money to meet these

during the present session." 
The legislature has been in ses- 
sion 144 days without raising any 
new, 
money for pensions. 
The 
pension organization now is oper- 
ating partly on borrowed money, 
which will- be uood up around 
Sept. 1. 


The now statute will not affect 
Juno checks, which will be mailed 
within the next two weeks. Pen- 
sion authorities had awaited the 
governor's action before drawing 
plans for accepting applications 
ndor the liberal law. June checks, 
averaging about $14.15, will go to 
approximately 118,000 pensioners. 
As a means of financing bigger 
pensions and other social security 
programs, O'Danlel repeatedly has 
urged the legislature to submit to 
the people a constitutional amend- 
mtint calling for a 2 per cent sales 
tnx and boosts of one-fourth in na- 
tuial resources levies. 
The house four times has reject- 
ed tho amendment but a fifth ef- 
fort- probably will be made early 
next week. The house sent the sen- 
ate two statutory tax measures, 
neither of which contained a gales 
tax, but "they wore killed'by the 
senate state affairs committee. 
O'l?nniel said during his spec- 
tuoular campaign that he favored 
t'10 a month pensions to everyone 
over 85 years of age. The new Jaw

HER OWN WHO DIED 


PHILADELPHIA, June 
A blonde, 21-year-old woman, ar- 
rested on a charge of kidnaping 
five-month-old 
Gerald McCrohan 


from his carriage was quoted by 
Detective George Myers today as 
saying she took the child to re- 
place her own who died. 
The officer said the girl.was un- 
wed. 
Booked as Beatrice Wood, 
she told this story of the abduction 
after her arrest this morning with 
a man Myers found with the miss- 
Ing boy: 


A son wan born to her last 
March. He died, but she kept the 
news from Its father. 


When he demanded to see the 


boy, 
she stole baby Gerald from 
his carriage while his mother shop- 
ped In a butcher store, went to 
the father and told him the child 
was theirs. 


The girl poured out her story in 
a police station. She was arrest- 
ed with a man booked as Freder- 
ick Bauers, 23. Detective Myers 
said he followed the girl from a 
drugstore where the officer had 
been Inquiring about recent pur- 
chases of baby food. 


Another detective found Bauers 
sitting In a park about two miles 
from the scene of the kidnaping. 
The baby was In the man's arms. 
'That's my baby—thank God he 


Is safe!" Mrs. Margaret McCro- 
han gasped when she saw the 
child. 
Then she fainted. 
Gerald's father and grandmoth- 
er also identified the Infant. 
The child's mother, Mrs. Mar- 
garet McCrohan, 30, had promised 
the kidnaper there would be no 
prosecution If the baby were re- 
turned. 


Gerald was taken from hlo carri- 
age on a busy street corner yes- 
terday while his mother shopped In 
a store across the street from a 
police station. 


Police said then they believed 
the child had been taken by a 
motherless woman.

HIGHER PAYMENTS t 
FOR CONSERVATION 


IN EROSION AREA 


WASHINGTON, June 2.— </P>— 
The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration has revised its soil 
conservation program in 28 coun- 
ties of the Southern Great Plains 
to encourage greater use of farm- 
ing practices found most effect- 
ive in combating wind erosion. 
The revision will give farmers 
increased 
credit toward 
benefit 
payments on land left to small 
grain stubble, sorghum stalks or 
other natural vegetative cover. 
Farmers 
planting within ac- 
reage allotments will be entitled 
to $7.50 per each unit of soil 
building practice. 
This payment 
Is exclusive of that allowed for 
restoring land to grass. Former- 
ly, the rate was J5 Including the '•' 
grass restoration payment. 


Under the revision, three acres 


of the sorghum practice will be 
counted as one unit.

TRAPPING USED TO DETERMINE * 


HABITS OF TEXAS SQUIRRELS 


AUSTIN, 
June 
5.—(Spl.)—Do 


squirrels build homes and become 
old settlers or are they Nomads? 
The Texas Game, Fish and Oys- 
tor Commlaslon, . through 
two 


squirrel trapping projects recently 
gotten under way, Is attempting 
to answer that question. Many of 
tho policies of the game depart- 
ment concerning control, restock- 
ing, 
and 
recommendations 
for 


helpful laws concerning the open 
seasons on the little «nut-eaters 
hinge upon the finding? of the re- 
gional game managers In charge 
of the projects, Will J. Tucker, 
executive secretary of the game 
department, announced today. 


Co-operating with the National 
Park Service, Texas Parks Board 
and the CCC, Dr. A. J. Nicholson, 
game manager of region 4, is con- 
ducting a squirrel trapping project 
in Bastrop State Park near Bas- 
trop and Dan W. Lay, region 1 
game manager, has one under way 
in Tyrrell Park near Beaumont. 


By trapping squirrels time and 


again and marking 
them 
with 
tags, the 
department • biologists 


hope to ascertain whether squir- 
rels . cet up housekeeping on one 
home range and remain there or 
whether they migrate and to what 
extent they move, if It is proved 
they do travel, Data on the ani- 
mals' breeding habits can also be 
obtained without killing them. It 
can also be determined whether 
the fox, erroneously called 
red 


squirrels, "drive the gray, or cat 
squirrel out of certain areas. 
Flans For Restocking , . 


Too, 
the game managers hope 


to work out an excellent method 
of trapping squirrels, something 
that has never been accomplished 
satisfactorily, so that some time In 
tho future the game department 
will be able to trap squirrels In 
over-populated areas and restock 
wooded sections of the state that 
have been badly overshot, 


With the* .information at hand 
concerning possible' migrations of 
squirrels, the 
game 
department 
can make proper 
recommenda- 


tions for squirrel seasons in the 
various counties, 


While it Is not generally known, 
Texas has three species of game 
squirrels, The Texas fox squirrel 
In habits central and south cen- 
tral 
Texas. The 
southern 
fox 
squirrels lives mostly in the pine 
belt of Bast Texas and la larger 
than his central Texas cousin.' The 
gray or cat-squirrel is found large- 
ly along stream* in .the pin* belt. ,

now illegal to fish from bridges 
on roads in Texas maintained by 
the State 
Highway 
Department. 
The bill providing this was passed 
recently by the state legislature 
as a safety measure when It was 
pointed out that several hundred 
persons were killed

last year while fishing off bridges. 
It IB also illegal to leave fish on 
bridges. 


The starling, that bird with a 


huge appetite which 
Is 
rapidly 


spreading over Texas Is now on 
the unprotected list and can be 
legally killed In Texas, a bill pro- 
viding a continuous open season 
on them having passed the state 
legislature recently.

lizard may be alive today because

He said, however, 
that he (Dr. Ainesworth) believed 
Akers to be dying and did not 
make a careful examination of the 
front of his body.
